The trackage at the Bramow railroad station 
Nas been enlarg.d by the tracks and witch sidings of tne new railroad line 
which leads directly to the Rostock port. This project has been executed 
by DERUTRA ( Deutsche—wasische Trangportgesellschaft). The new single-track 
xailroad line was schedu.cd to be opened by 1 June 1950.

quate railroad installations, In the neighboring railroad aistricts there 
was a considerable backlog of freight trains to be dispatched to lostock- 
“arnemuende, For this reason the Bramow railroad station is being converted 
into an additional receiving station for the Rostock area, It will be direct- 
ly connected with the railroad station at the Fort of Rostock by the reported 
construction of the single-track line which will eliminate the overburdened 
Rostock freight and passenger stations. Herr Bachem, (fnu), Secretary of 
State in the winistry of Traffic of the German Democratic Republic, stressed
